Not AUoivea to bead tS> Bible. 
But few people know that In the six- 


teenth century an Englishman was not 
allowed to read .the Bible, yet it Is per- 
fectly true. Henry VIII Issued a de- 
cree pioblbiting the common people 
fiora reading the Bible. Officers of 
state were exempt from this law. 
Probably the king thought th,ese offi- 
cials would bo none the worse for 
perusing the sacred work, and noble 
ladles or gentlewomen might read the 
proscribed, volume If they did so In 
their gardens or orchard, but no one 
was allowed even to read it to the low- 
er classes. 


During the reign of Catholic Queen 


Mary even more rigorous restrictions 
Were enforced. Dr. Franklin, In bis 
own "Life," preserves an anecdote 
which admirably Illustrates this. His 
family had early adhered to the ref- 
ormation, and they possessed an Eng- 
lish Bible, which they concealed by 
fastening It beneath the lid of a close 
stool. When the doctor's great-grand- 
father desired to read to the family, he 
reversed the lid of the stool upon his 
Unees and passed the leaves from one 
side to the other, each portion being 
fastened down with pack threads. One 
of the children was stationed at the 
door on the watch to see If an officer 
of the spiritual court came In sight. 
When such an Individual hove In sight, 
the lid, with the Bible beneath It, was 
quickly replaced. This was In "Merry 
England."—Scottish Nights.

diary as the most beautiful woman he 
had ever met. As a matter of fact, 
Haydn was always meeting tbe "most 
beautiful" woman. 


"The loveliest woman I evet naW 


was at one time a Mrs. Hodges, while 
at another time the widow of a musi- 
cian named Schroeter so fascitaated 
him that he kept her letters for many 
years and declared that If it wer.e not 
for the existence of Anna Mariii he 
would have married her. Certa^ly 
Mrs. Schroeter's letters were pleas.«nt 
enough. "Every moment of your com- 
pany," she wrote from Buckingham 
Gate in 1792, "is more and more pre- 
cious to me now that your departure is 
so near. I feel for you the fondest and 
tenderest affection the human heart is 
capable of. I ever am, with the most 
Inviolable attachment, my dearest and 
most beloved Haydn, most faithfully 
and most affectionately yours." 


What would the absent Frau Doc- 


torln Haydn have said had she known 
of it? The composer also got mixed up 
In a little affair w,lth the beautiful Mrs. 
Bllllngton. Sir Joshua Reynolds was 
painting her portrait for him and had 
represented her as St. Cecilia listen- 
ing to celestial music. "What do you 
think of the charming Bllllngton's pic- 
ture?" said the artist to Haydn When 
the work was finished. "It is indeed 
a beautiful picture," replied Haydn. 
"It is Just like her, but there is a 
strange mistake. You have painted her 
listening to the angels when you ought 
to have painted the angels listening to 
her." 


If Haydn paid compliments like thla 


all round, we can easily understand 
how he attained such fame as a Lon- 
don society man.

COLONEL BRYAN ON THB PU1MP- 


P1NE QUESTION. 


Colonel Bryan was given on the 10th 


instant an enthusiastic reception e.t 
Minneapolis. He was received by a 
party of Democrats who oame from all 
parts of the Stata to greet him. Early 
in the afternoon the business men of 
the city gave him a reception at the 
Commercial Club, where be made a 
statement to answer a request made 
by some of those present respecting 
bis viewa ou the question »t expansion. 
The colonel said be is a firm believer 
In the enlargement «t the republic; 
that it bad not been the policy of the 
Democratic party to limit the boun- 
daries of tbo republic, and bis views 
on expansion are not confined to islands 
adjacent to the continent, bat he be- 
lieved in extending oar dominion to 
auy land and over any people who are 
capable of participating in oar manner 
of government. 


The cause of bis opposition to exten- 


sion to the Philippines is not on ter- 
ritorial grounds, but ia because the 
people of the islands are not capable 
of intelligent participation 
ill our 


form of government, and for that 
causa ie opposed to' holding the Phil 
ippiuee, and Is opposed to holding any 
territory or people in a colonial rein 
tion, as snob a holding is in opposition 
to our theory of government; that the 
Democratic party at no time bad ad 
vooa'ed tbe acquisition of territory to 
be held under colonial government. 


The colonel stated his views on ex 


panaioa in u very clear mannei and in 
a way that called forth an endorse- 
ment of bis views by tbe tumoltou* 
behavior of those presont. Colonel 
Bryan's views on expansion exclude 
the idea of expansion to the Philip- 
pines in auy form upon tbe theory of 
nnfltnees, or that intelligence is not 
present in the Filipinos in quantity 
to entitle them to a participation ia 
our government. 


The point of divergence of opinion 


among Democrats on the Philippine 
question is at the Philippines, and tbe 
distance we are from tbe place of 
separation makes an angle in these 
opinions of more than ninety degrees. 
The point of convergence of these 
opinions will be at the national con- 
vention, when the personal views of 
Democrats will yield to a consensus 
of opinion as expressed by the national 
convention.

publban rmrty it will tie claimed that 
we are iu a better position to determine 
that which is beat for the people of tbe 
inlands than they posess and the argu- 
ment will be made that they are too 
ignorant to know what is beat for 
them. Colonel Bryan and tbe Repub- 
licans HI e together upon the question 
of ignorance but there is a radical dif- 
ference between them abont tbe man 
ner of disposing of the ignorance there 
is In the Philippines. 


The relation of a subject people will 


be given to them should the Republi- 
can contention prevail and they will 
sustain the relation of a free people 
should the Democratic position re 
ceive endorsement by tbe people.

A Complicated Flu*. 


The Spanish royal standard la most 


complicated. The red and yellow of 
the Spanish flag la said to be derived 
from this occurrence: In 1378 Charles 
t!jp Bold dipped his fingers In the blood 
of Geoffrey, count of Barcelona, and 
drew them down the count's goldeb 
shield In token of bis appreciation of 
the latter's bravery. The shield, so 
marked, became tbe arms of Barce- 
lona, which became part of Aragon, 
and Us arms were taken by that king- 
dom. 


Now to the royal standard: In the 


first quarter or upper left hand part of 
the Sag are the arms of Leon and Cas- 
tile, the lion and the castle; tbe second 
quarter Is taken up, one-half by the 
arms of Aragon, one-half by the arms 
of Sicily. The upper third of the quar- 
ter (directly under the first) shows the 
Austrian colors, the lower two-thirds 
Is divided between tbe flag of Bur- 
gundy and the black lion of Flanders; 
tbe upper third of the fourth'quarter 
shows the checkers, another Burgnn- 
dlan device, while the lower two-thirds 
Is shared by the red eagle of Antwerp 
and the golden lion of Brabant, and on 
the top of all this are two shields, one 
showing the Portuguese arms, the oth- 
er the French fleur-de-lis. Considerable 
of a flag that!

True, there are imposing structure*, 


well equipped laboratories, capable 
instructors and the flower of tbe youth 
of tbe State aa students. 


Why has this spirit of dissatisfac- 


tion been slowly but steadily growing? 
.Some, more bold than others, bint at 


a "ring." Can It be that tbe leading 
educational iustitutisn In our State is 
dominated by a clique, upon whose 
smiles baug salaries? 


Yesterday tbe little rift, which has 


been gradually widening, threatened 
to silence the music, or, at least, cause 
a discordant note to be struck. 


It is thought by many that some one 


(whether it be regents or president, we 
do cot know) baa committed a grave 
injustice, or, rather, a series of them. 
It may be groundless suspicion; it may 
have been errors of judgment; it may 
be the glaring truth. 


One of theee alleged Injustices was 


practically forcing Professor B. D. 
Jackson from the faculty. Another 
was tbe advancing of Professor Thnr- 
tell over bis senior, Dr.|J. Wartie 
Phillips, to tbe post of acting presi- 
dency of the institution. Still another 
Sa an alleged broken promise of re- 
instatement said to be made to Pro- 
fessor Hillman. Yet another is what 
is commonly known as the "Sessions 
episode." 


Tbare most be at least one glowing 


ember when all this smoke arises. 


Tbe Jackson incident, unless public 


amends are made for it, will always be 
a blot npon the history of the Uni- 
versity. Not so much the offense, but 
the smooth manner In which It was 
perpetrated la to the discredit of tbe 
school. 


Professor Jackson ban always been 


Idolized by bis students. A fearless, 
aggressive man, owing no allegiance to 
clique or clan, be flret won tbe respect 
and afterwards the love of all his boys. 
He was tbe backbone of tbe University. 
He made tbe school of mines famous 
by its graduates who have scattered 
over the world, from Australia to tbe 
Transvaal and from Alaska to the 
Andes. 


Indignities were heaped upon him 


until his resignation was forced from 
him. The man wbo eonld not be 
bandied was not wanted. Some one 
won by what tbe school has lost. The 
welfare of a State baa been sacrificed 
for a petty triumph. 


Professor Jackson passed from tbe 


school under a cloud. The president 
did nut attempt to disperse this cloud 
by informing the faculty, students and 
public at general Hssemblr of tbe cir- 
cumstances attending tbe "resigna- 
tion." 


Iti justice tj himself, Professor Jack 


eon called his young men together yes- 
terday afternoon and told them the 
true facts in tbe case. There was no 
embellishment, no pleading for sym- 
pathy, no bidding for redress; bat 
there was silence in tho room. Great 
blundering boys with hair on tbeir 
[noes broke down and cried. One big 
senior directed several nanubty words 
toward some one whom college discip- 
line should have caused him to re- 
spect. 


All day lonii there were indignation 


meetings. Things were paid that would 
have made the ears of some one tingle, 
bad he not been speeding faraway. 


A representative of tbe JOUBNAL 


called at the home of Professor Jack- 
son yesterday and obtained the follow- 
ng interviow: 


"I do not with to find fault but 


simply to vindicate myself. 


'It placed me in a bid light to re- 


sign on twenty-four hours' notice and 
drop my classes at a time wben my 
students had every reason to expect 
me back. It looks as though I was 
abandoning the work and interfering 
with tbe plans of tbe faculty for tbe 
coming semester simply because sel> 
leh business motives actuated me. 


'The faculty, students and publle 


generally believed that this was really 
tbe case, and I will esteem it a favor if 
yon will state the facts as I relate 


beta: 
"Some mouths ago I applied for a 
eave of absence and was granted it. 
In order that tbe University should 
not suffer in consequence 1 secured an 
excellent substitute, to whom I gave 
my entire salary for tbe time be was 
here. 


"When tbe term opened a few days 


ago I expected to enter npon my duties 
as before. 


'President Stubbs called me to his 


office Monday and said: 


"'Ihave disagreeable information to 


impart to you. The Begenta at their 
meeting Thursday censured me with 
regard to permitting your absence 


from work and directed me to inform 
you 
that you mast hereafter give 


your undivided attention to your 
elassei or I will be compelled to look 
oat for your saooassar.' 


"I replied that I would not allow any 


of my outside Interests to interfere in 
any way witb my work in the future. 


"Dr. Stubbs then said, 'The nex 


oommunioatiou I wish to make to yon 
is a mors serious matter. The boan 
asked me what I would do with refer- 
ence to appointing a repreien atlve 
daring my absence.' 


1 said I would follnv ttiu mas 


custom or appointing the senior prr 
fessor (Jackson).' 


"'The board would not listen to tbl 


and ordered 
a Junior appointee 


(rbartell)' 


•I asked them what reason tbey 


gave for thin aatiou. 


"Ha siiii tbey g»v e none. 
"I than asked him If this was tbe 


action nf tbe entire board or of any 
individual member or numbers, 


"He replied that It was the action 


of tbe whole board. 


"I then said: 'I will not aao^pt this 


action. It is an indignity to which ! 
oa nnot snbmit. 
It discredits me 


before I be slodebte, the faculty anc 
tbe public. 
'"I mast either have failed In my 


responsibilities or am unworthy of tbe 
confidence of tbe board and President.' 


"I then asked tbe Doctor if auy 


reason for this aotion had been brought 
jefore tbe board. 
"Be said: 'Nothing except tbe mat- 


;er of absence. On the other hand I 
mow that yon are held in high esteem 
by every member of the board. 


'"If yon will accept this situation 


until I return from the east I promise 
rou that yon will be jastiflsd by the 
Doard.' 


"I Informed him that under tbe cir- 


cumstances I would not accept de- 
ferred jostifloatioD. 


"After deliberating forty-eight boars 


Isent in a written resignation Wednes- 
day evening. Ct was accepted. 


"It is customary to make announce- 


ments at Assembly. Tbe Doctor did 
not do so yesterday, therefore in jus- 
ifloatlon to myself I called my stud •
